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Roman Catholic Propaganda: 
Some Revelations and Recommendations 
POYNTER 


I mave been keenly imterested by the 
announcement that the World’s Evangelical 
Alliance has entered upon a new campaign 
against Roman Catholic propaganda in the 
British Empire. . 

One great advantage that propaganda has 
which Protestants cannot hope to possess. 
The Roman Church is essentially a disci- 
plined army, organised on principles of 
strict obedience to an autocratic head. What 
the Vatican says, “ goes,” and woe betide 
any one who gainsays it. The whole of the 
Roman Catholic press throughout the world 
immediately repeats, and endorses enthusi- 
astically, the Papal declaration. Did any 
such paper criticise or repudiate it, such 

would be denounced most 
probably as heretical or at least as disloyal. 
Every priest also contributes his mite of 
commendation of the Papal pronou 
In short, the Roman Catholic Church wo 
as a highly-centralised autocracy. 

Protestants cannot do this. It is not to 
be wished that they should. Are “ Indexes 
of Prohibited Books” desirable, forbidding 


the reading of what questions the declar- 


ations of some ruling oligarchy or auto- 
cracy? Is it desirable to look on honest 
inquiry as a temptation of the Evil One? 
No; such obscurantism is not to be desired; 
and it is no argument against Protestantism 
that it lacks a unity produced largely by 
such a discipline. Indeed, the Roman 
Catholic Church itself has lost as much as 
it has gained by it. It has gained a rigid 


obedience within its own fold; but it has 


lost great nations which were formerly in 
communion with it, but whose progressing 
life rejected its excessive claims. All the 
same, when we are considering matters of 
propaganda, we must recognise the tactics 
or strategy involved, The Roman Church 
has the advantage of presenting a united 
front. (Not that it always has been so! 
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What disunity could be greater than the 
Great Schism of the West—1387-1417— 
when rival “ Popes ” were consigning one 
another, and one another's followers, to 
perdition? However, the united front 
exists sow.) 

That very fact draws attention to one 
fundamental principle on which critics of 
Roman Catholic should direct 
publicity : the principle, that is, of cwil and 
religious hberty. 

_It is an essential maxim of the Roman 
Church's conception of Church and State 
that liberty of conscience (that is, if under- 
stood as meaning liberty to dissent from 
Roman Doctrine) is evil. “ Let us,” said 
Pope Leo XIII. (encyclical Libertas, issued 
in 1888). “examine that liberty in individuals 
which is so opposed to the virtue of religion, 
namely, the Aberty of worship, as it is 
called .. . . When a liberty such as we 
have described is offered to man, the power 
is given him to pervert or abandon with 
impunity the most sacred of duties, and 
exchange the unchangeable good for evil.” 
The Roman theory of liberty is this : 
Rightful liberty consists in doing what is 
right; we know what is right by listening 
to the Roman Church; therefore, true 
liberty consists in doing what the Roman 
Church tells ys. From this it would follow 
that it is not persecution to ibit wor- 
ships other than the Roman Catholic. It is 
merely helping men to do right, and hinder- 
ing them from wrong. 

It is also the doctrine of the Roman 
Church, not merely that she herself has the 
right so to say, as a theological proposition, 
but chat the State 
enforcing it. Leo XIII. (Libertas) den- 
ounced equal rights in the State, as regards 
religion, as “next to ”: and he 
said the Church acquiesces in " modern 
liberties only “ till better times.” In short

What a proof that private 
judgment in religion is wrong! How dif- 
ferent in the One True Church, where all 
‘is unity and all are certain of their faith!” 
The answer to this, of course, involves an 
analysis of the nature of reason and of 
faith, and an examination of the facts of

_ _However, this article must not confine 
itself solely to the theological and other 
problems with which Roman Catholic 
propaganda is concerned. They cover the 
whole territory of religious thought and 
largely those of sociology and politics also. 
We must now turn to practical questions 
as to the actual working of that propaganda. 

As in every country, the Roman Catholic 
Church in England is highly organised for 
attack as well as for defence. As long ago 
as 1869, its Bishops here ordered solemn 
prayers and intercessions to be offered up 
constantly for “ the conversion of England.” 
Amongst the existing organisations working 
for that ideal are: The Catholic Truth 
Society, the Guild of Ransom, the Catholic 
Missionary Society, the Catholic Guild of 
Israel, the Catholic Reading Guild, the 
Catholic Evidence Guild. 

The Truth Society devotes itself to the 
publication of literature—its most effective 
weapon being small but cleverly-written 
twopenny pamphlets on devotional, theo- 
logical, historical, biographical, and other 
subjects. It sells hundreds of thousands 
every year.

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Arab Aggression Palestine 


Many minds are considering the position of 
the Jews in Palestine. Their friends are 
uneasy, their enemies stimulated. The 
facts, so far as we know them, point to an 
insufficiently organised attempt to kill 
enough Jews to cause them to flee from 
Palestine and Great Britain to withdraw 
from the Balfour Declaration as impossible 
to prosecute. 

The cause of the outbreak and the time 
chosen are not obscure. 

The Jewish plantations have flourished 
and extended, the only indication of agri- 
cultural skill the land has witnessed for 
many centuries. The influx of settlers has 
been slow but steady. Then followed indus- 
trial activity. The Rutenberg concession 
has converted the flow of water rushing 
into the Jordan valley from the Lake of 


- Tiberias into electrical power which is — 


lighting many towns in Palestine, and will 
be increasingly available for other purposes. 


_ The construction of the harbour at Haifa
